A cipher telegram 
received by a leading diplomat here 
says that the optimistic reports of the 
condition of the emperor are issued 
purposely so as not to alarm the peo- 
ple, but that in reality the doctors are 
anxious, fearing the growing weakness 
of the patient, which is due chiefly to 
insufficient nourishment and lack of 
rest and sleep, the cause of the cough. 
The fever is keeping above 100. The 
gravest danger, the dispatch says, 
which is not mentioned in the official 
communication, comes from the heart, 
which may be too weak to withstand 
the general depression.

THE KING'S DEAFNESS. 


American 
Device Purchased to Aid 


Hearing of Himself and Queen. 


Edward VII. of England is growing 


deaf. This fact bt-cjui? known recent- 
ly when artificial hearing instruments 
were shipped to Buckingham palace, 
London, by the American line steamer 


j New York for the use rt the king and 


Queen Alexandra, who has long suffer- 
ed from deafness, says the New York 
Times. Tht» instruments i™. tim fipm.-f 
and most complete ever made. 


There are three sets. The sound con- 


centrator or transmitter and the ear 
pieces of the first one are of ivory, con- 
nected with a white silk centred cord 
and fitted with a head baud. The sec- 
ond is the same size, but finished iu 
black, while the third is in box form, 
resembling a camera, contaiuiug two 
transmitters, and is for use at the 
theater or table. All the metal parts 
are finished in gold. The first two in- 
struments may be worn, with the ex- 
ception of the ear piece, under the 
waist or coat. 


The instruments have been made so 


as to enable the king and queen to 
talk together without the use of a 
trumpet or horn. The transmitter, or 
sound concentrator, will be attached 
to the clothing of the royal couple. In 
the case of tlie queen it will be bidden j 
from view in the folds of her dress,' 
while that for the king's use will be' 
hidden from \ iew underneath his coat. 
The sounds are focused on the concen-1 
trator in the same manner that the 
rays of the sun are focused by means 
of an ordinary reading glass. At this 
point of focus is placed a supersensi- 
tive microphone, which takes up the 
focused or magnified sounds and con- 
veys them to the ear by means of a 
small silk covered tinsel cord, through 
which an electric current is conveyed 
by a small battery to an ear piece, 
which is held to the ear. The batteries 
are carried in the pocket, being about 
three inches ^Ligh and an inch and a 
half in diameter. 


The ear piece is somewhat smaller 


than the ordinary telephone ear piece, 
but highly sensitized, and can be hid- 
den m the hand. The only visible part 
of the instrument is a portion of the 
silk cord which connects the concen- 
trator with the ear piece.

To the mind of a Christian, who 


thinks and meditate^ the external 
forms of the universe are the sym- 
bols of the Divine .Mind; and, con- 
scious of its union with the Infinite, 
its beholds all things both spiritual 
and material as the effects of Infinite 
love. 


From this consciousness of union 


with the Deity springs Religion with 
all its duties and obligations. 
From 


this flow the energies that have en- 
abled the greatest minds to sound 
the depths and heights of philosophy, 
poetry and art. by whose treasures 
the highest faculties of the soul have 
ever been supplied in their quest aft- 
er truth, love and beauty: and it is 
to this that man's quenchless thirst 
for happiness must forever turn to 
find the fountain that alone can as- 
suage it. 
The mind of man is too 


large and his heart too capacious for 
anything less than God; and nothing 
but the mysteries of religion can ful- 
ly satisfy them. 


Without the mysteries which Re- 


ligion throws around nature all the 
beauties of the universe would lose 
their charrns: reason would become 
cramped with the rigid realties of 
finite things, and the imagination, 
likej an eagle bereft of her pinions, 
would cease to soar into the empy- 
rean of the sublime and beautiful. 


Now, 
it is to the religious sense 


and to its proper development that 
we are indebted to God for all such 
useful lives as that of her whose dust 
lies here before us; and I do not con- 
sider it out of place but I feel it my 
bounded duty to speak on all such 
occasions as this on the virtues of 
the faithful departed of my flock. 


And if I say now what I have said 


on other occasions, that many have

Like the mother of Samuel her first 
thoughts of married life was to con- 
secrate the first fruits of her womb 
to the service of God's Church; and 
this she fully accomplished. In the 
training of these and the rest of her 
children she made such deep impres- 
sions on their young hearts that as 
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became successful in their respective 
callings, 
those 
early 
impressions 


stayed firmly rooted in their souls, 
so that up to the last hour of her 
life, both those whose avocations took 
them away, as well as those who re- 
mained with her at home \\ henever 
they assembled beneath the old roof 
tree they never forgot that they 
were still the same children, her 
children as of yore in the happy days 
of 
childhood 
when 
they played 


around her in innocent glee. And on 
every occasion of this joyful home- 
coming. which was as frequent as 
possible, they renewed in her heart 
and mind the joys of the blissful 
days of her early motherhood and 
kept the fires* of her maternal love 
continually burning bright and fair 
upon the altar of her heart.

well did she respond to every one of 
their loving acts of filial devotion.

where, even more than in the Church, 
the school for religion and love of 
country should be established; for is 
it not the fountain-head of good or 
evil, of strength or weakness, of 
freedom or slavery? 


Give us good homes and the jar- 


ring errors of this and every age 
must end. 
Here shall the marriage 


bond be made sacred and the courts 
for criminals, old and young, shall 
find their grave. We may expend ten 
times more than we are now using 
for education, but it will all be in 
vain; for you can never educate man- 
kind into a state of contentment 
without the aid of virtuous homes. 


These are the gardens and fields in 


which the seeds of truth, beauty and 
goodness can find their congenial soil 
in which to take root and grow and 
mature unlo a perfect harvest, fit for 
the maintenance of God's Kingdom 
on earth as well as for human gov- 
ernments; and fit also for the future 
state in that Kingdom of God which 
we believe is to come in Eternity. 


Bnt all this lies chiefly in the 


hands of the mother. She is there- 
fore the stewardess. of the mysteries 
of God in the realms both of nature 
and grace. 
%Behold then, the great- 


ness and dignity of a true mother. 


Personally the character of Mrs. 


Wehrle is briefly summed up in the 
words of my text. 
She was to her 


home "as the sun rising in the high 
places of God"; for her sweet and 
amiable disposition shed a ray of 
light over everyone around her and 
her example lit the way that led to 
righteousness. 
She 
was 
'"as 
the 


lamp shining upon the holy candle- 
stick," of the temple that reminded 
those around her of God's presence* 
and the beauty that adorned her 
countenance retained all its brillian- 
cy to the ripeness of age. 
And "as 


golden pillars upon bases of silver" 
so did she stand firmly on the "ever- 
lasting foundations" of faith 
and 


love; for "the commandments of 
God" 
were cherished in her heart 


and she found their observance a 
cheerful duty. 
Her paths were in 


the way of peace, love and duty. She 
distributed gifts to the poor and her 
hands were busy in doing good and 
beautiful things. 
The (rend of her 


thoughts are shown in her works on 
canvas, where you will find such sub- 
jects as the agony and crucifixion of 
our Lord (which this church holds 
among its treasures) the Sacred 
Heart, angelic figures, simple peasant 
folk, and such like. 
These were 


but a few traits in the charming 
character of the deceased.

"The short and simple annals of the

the while they contemplate the great- 
est and deepest of all subjects. 


At this point, my brethren. I think 


that it is both just and proper that 
I should make some reference to the 
faimly to which this community owes 
so much, now that its heads are for- 
ever removed from the scene of their 
labors. 
The old people of this city 


do not forget and the young should 
be informed how in the hour of this 
nation's struggle the gallant husband 
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of the volunteers who marched to the 
front of battle to fight for the pres- 
ervation of the union without which 
our country might now be at the 
mercy of every daring adventurer 
at home, and the diplomatic center 
of every foreign power that might 
wish to use it for their ambitions. In 
that great cause Captain Wehrle was

And when 
he returned from the field of war it 
should be remembered how he set 
about with indomitable energy to lay 
the foundations of the great industry 
which now bears his name and which 
is the largest source of the material 
welfare of this city. But what makes 
this the more prized by our citizens 
is the quiet manner in which all has 
been done, and the modest way in 
which 
it 
continues its 
progress. 


There is nothing more noble than 
humility in the midst of success. 
True worth needs no coloring. 
The 


words of the poet will bear repeti- 
tion here:

blood." 


In conclusion, my brethren, I ap- 


peal to you to think often of death, 
and in a more especial manner when- 
ever you hear of the death of a 
friend. Fear not to take into your 
minds the thought which more pow- 
erfully than any other, must urge the 
faithful soul to useful acts.

not with the foolish one in Eccles- 
ias^es as if there were no hope of 
immortality, "Who knoweth

spirit of the children of Adam as- 
cend upward, and if the spirit of the 
beasts descend 
downward. 
There- 


fore, the death of man and of beasts 
ie one, and the condition of them 
both is equal and all go to the one 
place," and other such strange ex- 
pressions as these to be found in Holy 
Writ: but, like creatures made in 
the image and likeness of God, ap- 
proach death as you do life: for there 
is no organic life without death and 
no death without life and neither 
without change; and without change 
nothing but the unchangeable abso- 
lute. 


Death, therefore, leads us up to 


the infinite source of causality: hence 
n»xt to God it is the greatest subject 
of thought, the most profound, the 
most varied, and yet, the most per- 
fect in its logical unity. Even mind 
can be broadened as well as purified 
and strengthened by it. 
It has all 


the elements of the sublime in its 
awful and mysterious realitie.-i, and it 
surpasses all other subjects of the 
mind and is one with God in its ab- 
solute freedom from mental delusion. 
To the honest believer it comes as a 
trusty friend and guide to open the 
gates of Eternity to the soul and let 
it fly out and breathe in the untrain- 
meled liberty of the sons of God, 
among the mountains and valleys, 
the oceans and lakes, the rills and 
rivers, the forests and fields, which 
God has specially prepared in His 
own blest Paradise for all who love 
Him. 
Hence, my 
brethren, clergj 


and laity alike, I appeal to you to 
love and cultivate the 
subject 
of 


death and study it in all its bear- 
ings on your happiness. And as our 
own loving Redeemer consecrated tho 
tears of nature shed over the dead 
when He himself wept at the grave 
of his dear friend Lazarus, so may 
He be here present today to bless 
your tears, by dear friends, and com- 
fort you in your sorrow: and this He 
surely will do through 
the 
hope 


which He has given to all who low 
Him. 


Therefore, turn your bear's 
in 


love to Him who first loved you. and 
v,ith Him say to jour Heavenly Fath- 
er: ' Father, not my will but thine 
be done."
